its devalued do llar two weeks 
after suggesting it to co ngress. 
The o nly co nsequential change 
in the bill as it apparently heads 
to w ard the W hite Ho use is a 
time lim itatio n o n th e o peratio ns 
o f the $2,000,000,000 stabilizatio n 
fund and the chief executive’s 
po wer to revalue the do llar. 
This lim itatio n, agreed to by 
th e President, allo ws two years 
fo r these o peratio ns, and a third, 
if th e chief executive w ants it. 
Unless unfo rseen changes are 
m ade the bill will allo w Mr. 
Ro o sevelt to devalue the go ld 
do llar to 60 per cent o f its pres­ 
ent level, and shift this co ntent 
at will between the 50 and 60 
per cent levels. 
By a 54-36 vo te 
yesterday the senate upheld so le 
co ntro l o f the big stabilizatio n 
fund by the treasury secretary.

owners who do not apply for 19 34 
store licenses by February 1 are 
subject to fines ranging from $25 
to $100 a day for each day of 
operating without a license, ac­ 
cording to a warning issued to­ 
day by Clarence A. Jackson, di­ 
rector of the state store license 
division. 
While payments for store li­ 
censes 
to 
date 
had 
nearly 
equalled the $246.000 paid during 
all of 
19 33, 
Jackson 
declared 
there 
were 
several 
thousand 
stores in the state for which li­ 
censes have not been provided. 
The director estimated that total 
19 34 receipts would be approxi­ 
mately $450.000. Part of the in­ 
crease was 
expected to 
come 
from a rise in the number of 
stores, due to improved business 
conditions, and the 
remainder 
from additional revenue to be 
obtained from chain stores un­ 
der new rates established by the 
19 33 legislature. 
Under the new law, the rate 
for a single store is $3. plus a fif­ 
ty cent filing fee, while the rate 
on chain stores ranges up to $150 
a store, depending on the num ­ 
ber of stores in the chain. 
Application blanks were mailed 
in December 
to all 
stores 
for 
which licenses were issued last 
year, and additional blanks have 
been made available at auto li­ 
cense branches throughout 
the 
state.

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FREEDOM OF PEOPLE IS AT STAKE 
Albert Einstein’s statem ent in London that 
modern life will not be worth living unless the 
liberty of the individual is preserved comes to us 
with especial force just at this time. 
Prof. Einstein points out that the powers which 
seek to suppress intellectual and personal free­ 
dom are stronger now than they have been in 
years. Without such freedom, he reminds us, 
there would have been no Shakespeare, no 
Goethe, no Faraday, no Pasteur, no Lister; we 
would not have comfortable houses, or railway 
trains, or protection against disease, or books; 
most of us would live a dull life of slavery, just 
as under the ancient despotisms of Asia. 
Now this assault against freedom is succeed­ 
ing, not because the mass of mankind suddenly 
has become convinced that freedom is worthless, 
but because the terrific pressure of economic 
calamity has forced people out of the old grooves. 
In Russia, in Italy, and in Germany freedom 
has been discarded because it has seemed that 
only a ruthless despotism could straighten out 
the tangle of modern life and keep people from 
starving amidst plenty. 
Fascist and Communist alike share that be­ 
lief. They differ only in their ideas about who 
should be the despots. 
And all of this becomes especially significant 
when viewed against the background of our pres­ 
ent recovery program in the United States. 
What is being attempted here is an experi­ 
m ent quite as far-reaching in its potentialities 
for mankind as the experiments of Stalin and 


Mussolini. We are trying to find some way of 
settling the almost insoluble economic problems 
of the twentieth century without resorting to 
despotism at all; trying to straighten out the 
crossed wires of production and distribution on 
the one hand and to preserve individual liberty 
on the other. 
It is an enormously difficult job. Three of the 
greatest nations of Europe already have given 
it up as utterly impossible. Other nations are 
drifting slowly to the same conclusion. 
If the freedom of the common man is to be 
preserved in the world, the job will have to be 
done in the United States. And it is nothing less 
than that which is at stake today in our vast 
recovery program. 
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The price of liberty is eternal vigilance — and 
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man who is in the pursuit of happiness. 
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Be sure of your fatted calf before essaying 
the role of the prodigal son. 
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Many things may be preserved in alcohol but 
law and order are not on the list.
